Arrests 
made in 
bombing

ROPERT - Three individuals 
werp arrested late Monday evening 
in connection with the Rupert water . 
tower bombing. 

Lorry Langley, 32, and Daniel 
Ward, 18, were booked into the Min- 
idoka County Jail on felony chorges 
of malicious iryury to property, ex- 
plosions to buildings and bombing 
of buildings and works. Both are 
being held pending $50,000 bond. 

Ronna Nussbaum. approximately 
23, was arrested on a misdemeanor 
charge of keeping explosives within 
city limits. All three arc Rupert 
residents, although Langley is rela- 
tively new to the city. 

Mayor Bill Whittom, who also ser- 
ves as police commissioner, said the 
arrests were made through a cooper- 
ative investigation with federal and 
local ofilcials. 

"Following the bombings Sept. 
19, we launched an all-out effort to 
opprehend the bombers," Whittom 
said. "Crime Stoppers helped, a $1, 
000 reward was offered and we've 
I received cooperation from many

Rupert about 2 a.m. a week ago 
Saturday, tearing a 3-foot section 
out of tho - southwest leg of the 
water tower, shattering windows 
and damaging nearby city 
buildings.

NLRB panel orders 
3 workers reinstated 


SWAN VALLEY (AP) - Some 
200 fi rafightaradug-in on-tha slopes- 
of Spring Canyon Mondoy where o 
lightning-sparked wildfire was still 
burning over some 500 acres in re- 
mote high country near eastern 
Idaho's Palisades Reservoir. 

"Thefire is very spotty,' and it's in' 
very, very steep terrain — alot of av-

Although ignited by a lightning

IDAHO FALLS (AP) - A Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board panel 
has overturned the decision ofan ad- 
ministrative law judge and ordered 
the reinstotement of three workers 
fired during an eastern Idaho con- 
struction project over five years ago. 

In its 13-pagc decision, the three- 
member panel said Administrative 
Law Judge David Heilbrun errored 
when he upheld the dismissal of 
Morshall Rapp, Joe Dyer and Rue 
Steers on grounds that their pro- 
tests of activities at the construc- 
tion project were not legitimate 
union octivitics protected by federal 
law. 

The three were fired in early 1982 
by Howard Electric Co. after 
months of a running dispute over 
what they claimed were violations 
of the contract between the 
lectricians union and the company, 
which was doing the electrical work 
on three bulb turbines the city of 


Idaho Falls was building on the 
Snake, River. 

Stcars, as union steward, and the 
other 'two objected at various times 
to the hiring of Charles White ns as- 
sistant project manager in what 
they claimed was a violation of 
hiring rules, the refusal of the com- 
pany to name a general foreman os 
required by the contract and the 
use of nonunion engineers to per- 
form electrical work the contract 
said should be done solely by union 
c|pctricians. 

Heilbrun upheld the firings by 
Howard on grounds that the dis- 
putes amounted-to "petty moncu- 
verings" that were not activities pro- 
tected by federal labor law.

Idaho’s elderly would benefit from'. 

The same od. only with Symms ns 
the target, appeared in the Coeur 
d’Alene Press, and spokesmen for 
both InVvmakors said calls were com- 
ing into the district offices all day. , 

McClure spokesman H.D. Palmer 
said more than 260 calls had been 


fielded by the Boise ofiicc.in jiist a 
matter of hours' after the advertise- 
ment hit the streets. 

Association spokeswoman Jbdy 
Shuler said similar ads targeting 
other senators appeared in 38 other 
newspapers around the nation do 
M onday.

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BPA should note 
responsibility to fish 

,The federal Bonneville Power Administratio*i, 
in its zest] to expand surplus power sales by 
using more Columbia River water for hydroelec- 
tric production, should not ignore its statutory re- 
quirement to protect Columbia River fish and to 
follow the region’s fish restoration plan. 

That requirement, under the Northwest Power 
Planning and Conservation Act, calls for 
protecting, mitigating and enhancing the fish 
runs of the Columbia River in every energy ac- 
tion that BPA undertakes. ' 

This is not happening in BPA’s' proposal to 
build a new direct-current intertie transmission 
line to California. Here are the facts: 

When BPA proposed the new intertie, it did 
riot do a major environmental impact statement 
on the plan, saying it estimated that only seven 
fish runs in the region would be adversely 
affected. 

When challenged in a suit by Idaho and the Na- 
tional Wildlife Federation, BPA acknowledged in 
documents filed with the 9th Circuit generating 
surplus power to sell to California over the new 
intertie would be far greater, perhaps damaging 
as many as 40 fish runs in the region. 

The agency now has agreed to do a major, if 
belated, environmental impact statement on the 
plan, but has not agreed to make ade'quate provi- 
sions to protect fish or replace those that are lost. 

Just preparing an environmental impact state- 
ment on fish losses is not good enough. What is 
needed is a mitigation strategy to limit the dam- 
age to fish. The state of Idaho is right to protest 
this action; it appears, moreover, to have the 
basis for a successful lawsuit to stop BPA’s pro- 
posal on grounds that BPA’s power plan would 
do its greatest damage to fish runs on Idaho- 
spawning fish. 

Indeed, that case has been made by the North*- 
west Power Planning Council, which has re- 
ported that 22 stocks of salmon in Idaho are 
threatened by the regulation of Columbia system 
projects to produce more power. These Idaho fish 
are prime c^indidates for extinction under BPA’s 
proposal. 

Idaho has asked BPA to include a modest spill 
program in its plan to make more watei^. avail- 
able for fish runs — a proposal consistent with . 
the regional fish plan prepared by the council. 
BPA has rejected that proposal, suggesting that 
the agency is unwilling to commit to any mean- 
ingful mitigation. ♦ 

Mitigation to protect and 'enhance the fish 
runs is clearly the mandate of the regional power 
act. That requirement is especially important 
when additional poweri is generated from the 
Columbia system. 

BPA should reverse itself and agree; to a mod- 
est spill program to protest the estimated 40 fish 
runs that would be affected by additional power 
generation needed to feed a new intertie line to 
California. , ^-7- 

It should do so in- the spirit that the Columbia 
River dams over 5,0 years have exacted a heavy 
toll on salmon, wiping out many runs. The 
energy glutton that the hydroelectric system has 
served over the years now should return some- 
thing to the environment it has damaged. That is 
what the; northwest . Power Planning Council’s 
fish protection and restoration program is all 
about.

"Relax, guys. I know whot I’m doing."

I have no way of beiqg sure her version is 
honest. But a vein of truth runs through the 
story, in all its minute, telling detail: "So, 


ho (Bokker) got off, brushed his hair with 
my hairbrush, and left.” 

How then can the text be reconciled with 
tho pictures? Seven years after her encoun- 
ter with the ministers, Hahn now strips for 
any mole within reach of a magazine and > 
calls it port of the healing process: “This is 
therapy." ' * 

Months ofter watching her privacy in- 
vaded in the PTL scandal, she defiantly 
takes off the lost veils that protected her 
from the public eye and tellp 
Playboy: “You want to look? HI SHOW 
you." When even tho Playboy editors offer 
her a retreat, she says, "I know what I am 
doing." 

What kind Of psychological sense docs 
this make? 

I am struck with tho belief that these new 
exposures are simply tho latest aftershock 
of that long ago afternoon. Hero is a woman 
who found no way out of being a victim; so 
she become the manager of her own 
victimization. She is dAmoged cnoush to b^ 


lieve thot being in charge of her exploitation 
is the same as being free of it. 

‘I tried to keep this private." she told 
Ployboy, “But everyone, every story, tried to 
sell off a new piece of me. So I’m dealing 
with it publicly. Head on. Only I’m at the 
controls," 

What a dismaying illustration for thia ’ 
trogic biblical text. A centerfold of cynicism. 
If Hahn is honcst-^and I found her story ut- 
terly bclicvable-shc was once 0 trusting 
member of the church family. But in the 
final aftermoth of abuse, she is left only 
with a hardened and solitary bravado. 

During one telling moment in the 
interview, Hoh^i says, "L’ve just realized, 
just now, that wot day seven years ago, was 
a day when two men stole my life." Tho old 
Jessica Hahn waa robbed of her self-respect. 
The new Jessica Hahn has learned to sell it 
herself. - ' -

Mudslide kills 1:20 in Golombian slum 
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MEDELLIN, Colombia (AP) — 
An avalanche of red mud and rock 
killed at least 120 people, including 
43 children, when' it thundered 
down a mountainsid'e and onto a 
slum area, ofTicials said Monday. 

500 people were . missing in the 
scores of buried shacks. 

At least seven of the children 
killed were attending .first Holy 
Communion parties when buried 
under the londslidc Suiiday in Villa 
Tina, an impoverished area of the 
industrial city of Medellin. 

Exhausted workers dug through 
20 feet of mud looking survivors 
ond bodies Monday. Slum dwellers 
wandered through the arca.scoKh* 
ing for dead or missing relatives. 


Other residents tried to find belong- 
ings lost in the mudslide. 

“^e heard the noise that sounded 
like an explosion and soon after- 
ward 0 huge mass of rocks and mud 
descended upon us," said Mary 
Jdosquerarwho-lost-threculftughtera .. 
in the avalanche. "They were- 
trapped by hu|e rocks and wc 
couldn't do anything to rescue 
them." 

Mayor William Jaromillo Goipez 
told ^e radio chain Todelar that 
about 200 people were ir^jured. 

A few survivors were pulled from 
the mud Sunday afternoon, but no 
one was found alive in the mud Sun- 
day night or Mondoy morning, the 
moyor said. 

He said it would bo impossible to

The school board said previously

the street closed for student safety 
. and additional atofl' parking. 

But more than 100 city residents 
objected to the proposed closure, 
saying it would cause other 
problems. 


City olTicials had proposed alter- 
natives to closing the street, such as 
the installation of safety features in- 
cluding, pedestrian islands and 
fencing. 

Altcrnegotiationa with the school 
ofliciala, the city has agreed to the 
partial closure, Courtney said. The 
partial closure is better than 'the 
permanent closure first requested 
by the school ofTiciola, he said.

Airport noise, 
safety worry 
Hailey people

HAILEY - More than 200 re- . 
aidents turned out Monday night ' 
for a town meeting to discuss Hori- 
zon Airline's nowly installed micro- 
wave landing system and the noise 
end safety problems many of them 
believe it will create. 

Hailey Mayor Paschal Drawee, 
who also serves as the airport 
monager, said the meeting was 
called to clear the air after some 
‘pretty wild allegations” had been 
expressed by several residents. 

Resident Jon Marvel opened the 
meeting, after the overflow crowd 
had been moved from city hall to a 
larger room at Wood River High 
School. Marvel criticized the noise 
and "potential for catastrophe" that 
would be created if Horizon Air is al- 
lowed to operate under the MLS 
rystem. He suggested oflicials work 
toward developing an airstrip south 
of Bellevue for jet and commcrciol 
air traflic. 

The MLS is a state-of-the-ort lond 
ing system which allows pilots to 


land in steep terrain during in- 
climate, weather ^conditions, said 
Federal Aviation Administration of- 
ficial Vic Zimbruski. He told the au- 
dience the specialized instrument 
approach is authorized for use only 
by Horizon Air and only for their 
Dash-Ss. The $20,000 price tag for 
equipping private planes with MLS 
equipment would prohibit general 
aviation from making an MLS 
approach, he said. 

The MLS system will allow oir- 
craft to approach the airport for ' 
landing from the north, rothcr than 
using the traditional landing pat- 
tern from the south. Residents re- 
peatedly brought up the dangers of 
northern landings, which would 
bring oir troffic close to the county 
hospitol, the elementary school, ju- 
nior high school, fire houses and the 
primary residential section of town. 

Zimbuski said the flight approach 
begins 20 miles north of Hailey of 
or above an altitude of 16,000 foot 
above SCO level. Descending to a 
point 2,600 feet above the valley 
floor, the pilot then must make a de- .

Stallings 
offers key 
to accord

BOISE — A new category of road- 
less area, neither wilderness nor 
multiple-use, may hold the key to 
achieving agreement on an Idaho 
wilderness bill, says Rep. Richard 
Stallings. 

Putting some land in that cate- 
gory could bring a consensus on wl- 
demess that could lead to an Idano 
wilderness bill' clearing Congress, 
Btallings told the Idaho Press Club 
here Monday. 

The Bexburg Democrat was 
asked whether opposition fibm na- 
tional conservation groups could 
kill any Idaho bill with broad sup- 
port in the state. 

“It’s our bill," he said. If stole 
groups can ogree on a wilderness 
proposal, it is not likely thot outside 
opposition would stop it. 

But conversely, Stollings said, if 
Idaho outdoors arid conservation 
groups do not agree on the bill, it 
stands little chance of passage. 

About 9 million acres of roodless 
areas arc under study in Idaho as 
possible odditions to the 4 million 
acres already protected from devel- 
opment as wilderness areas. 

Gov. Cecil Andrus and Republi- 
can Sen. James McClure are ex- 
pected to meet soon to stort 
negotiating an Idaho wilderness bill 
that must be approved by Congress. 

Stollings pointed to Montana, as 
an example of. what can hoppen if 
there is disagreement on 
wilderness. Since that states con- 
gressional delegation is not unani- 
.. moua.on the wilderness bill before 
Congress it may not poss, he eoid. . 

“We need a unified delegation or 
it doesn’t have a chance," he sald>« 

•We think there is a consensus in 
the delegation. We think we con 
work out o solution on ocreage with- 
out a lot of divisiveness." he said. . 

Stallings said there may be a 
• “new twist" in tho bill, with certain 
. areas not locked up as wildcmcsB, 
but with some traditional use al- 
lowed but -little road-building or 
logging.

Filer schools face more red ink

FILER — The Filer School Distnet is facing its 
third year of budget deficits. 

Superintendent Dave Tcatcr has mid the school 
board there are various options to eliminate the 
$278,694 overall deficit, but no decision has been 
made. These include o one- or two-year levy, or stiff 
budget cuts that could affect the quality of education. 

Tcater has begun a campaign to inform residents 
and school personnel about the. situation. He will 
speak to area groups over the next few weeks. 

“I wont to tolk to the community," Tcater said. 
The schools belong to the people, ond ultimately it’s 
for them to decide what needs to be done.” 

Tcater blamed the general fund deficit on cost over- 
runs for building construction. in 1984-85, shortfolls 
in county ond state funds, ond the Btotc-mondated 
chongo from a cash td on accrual accounting system. 

This is the third year of budget deficits in the Filer 
schools. It had a $252,000 deficit in l986.and a.$297, _ 
000 deficit in 1986. 

In 1983, voters approved a $1.9 million construc- 
tion bond. The result was extensive remodeling of all 
district buildings, including a new addition to the 
high school. Bui construction costs went over ^udget 
by $49,000. This will be paid off this year. 


The toiol general fund deficit this ycor is octually 
$434,000. but it’s offset from $204,362 in bond re- 
demption monies. 

The total deficit comes from $143,000 in account- 
ing changes, ond revenue shortfalls ambunting to 
$348,000. But the omount is offset by $63,000 in dis- 
trict savings ond $6,000 in federal fund tronsfers. 

Teotcr said o one-year “quick-fix" levy would cre- 
ate a "very harsh" tax year for residents, but would 
quickly raise the funds needed with limited impact 
on programs. A two-ycor levy would spread out 
taxes, but some p'rogroms may not be reinstated forp 
' “couple of years.” 

He also said “deep cuts" in programs are an option 
for “quick relief.” But he said it could result in a 
“very poor cducationol system." 

Another option is smaller cuts over o “long time," 
causing“poor education” for many ycors, he said. 

But Teatcr stressed thot plans for levies or budget 
cuts arc “premature," and there is no dcodline to 
raise funds. 

“It's ndt my decision to make. It’s the community, 
-ond citlzone must tell us what should be done," he 
sold. They can do this by talking to school board 
members, he said. 

White deficits ore not wclcoqied. over the years tho 
funds have purchased new facilities, art ond music 
progroms, textboooks and duppHcs, and more 
teachers, he soid.

TWIN FALLS - At a time when 
the fire danger on public lands is 
normolly fading to a minimum. Bu- 
rcou of Lond Management ond U.S. 
Forest Service fire management offi- 
cials are more worried than they 
have been all summer. 

Extremely dry conditions arc re- 
ported in the Sawtooth National 
Forest and in the BLM districts of 
Burley and Shoshone. The situation 
is compounded, officiala say, by the 
impending big game and upland 
bird hunting seasons. 

Corlos Mendiolo, BLM fire man- 
ager in Shoshone, said a comment 
on a teletype report hia office re- 
ceived from the National Weather 
Service laat week ia a good indica- 
tion of just how bad things arc and 
how extreme the fire danogcr has 
become. 

"The report said that if it doesn’t 
rain (by We^c^ay) this will be the 
driest September siricc 1870," Men- 
diola said. Thot'a how long it has 
been since the area has had a Sep- 
tember without a drop . of 
precipitation." 

The combination .of the lack of 
snow last winter, and the unusually 


light precipitation during spring 
ond.sumn^cr months has created' 
very high to extreme fire danger on 
all public lands in southcentral 
Idaho orcaa, he said. ; 

‘In spite of this our district has 
been extremely lucky tWrSeason as 
far 08 our fires go. " , ‘ 

‘Our district has had only 40.fircs 
and the total acreage involved is 4, 
328 acres," Mcndiola soid. “Our nor- 
mal for the past 30 years is about 
40,000 acres ond 90 to 95 fires.” 

He said there has been a low fire 
rate because of tho lack of dry light- 
ning Btorms in the district this year. 
.Another reason, he said, is that it 
woB a dry spring without enough 
moisture to create a heavy growth . 
bfdcscrt vegetation for fuel. 

. The largest fire wos the recent 
bum near Hailey lost week that 
started from a plane crash Just 
southeast of the Hailey airport 
runway. 

This fire would normally have 
been held to only a few acres since it 
staled at night and we could have 
taken advantage of cool night tem- 
peratures ond moisture to help us 
hold it down," .he said.

LAKESIDE. Utah (AP) - An- 
other in a series of moderate earth- 
quakes hit this Utah western desert 
region at 12:06 a.m. Monday, au- 
thorities said. 

The quake, the sixth to occur at a 
site 76 miles northwest of Salt Lake 
City and 13 miles west of this Great 
Salt Lake-shoreline community, 
measured 4.0 magnitude on the 
Richter scale, said Ethan Brown of 
the University of Utah Scismo- 
graph Stations. 

Since Sept, 17, six shocks of 3.9 
magnitude or greater - including a- 
'4.8 tremor on Sept. 24 - have 
shaken the sparsely populated 
area. No damage or injuries 
occurred, but the quake wos re- 
ported felt in nearby communities.

But Baker said the Reagan ad- 
ministration is “committed to press 
for these funds,” which he called 
necessary for the 161-nation organi- 
zation's “continued efficient 
operation." 

Barber Conablc, World Bonk 
president, is seeking an increase in 
capital to support a boost in bank 
lending to underdeveloped notions, 
mostly in Latin America ond Africo. 
in the range of $40 billion to $80 
billion. The increase would be 
shared among the world’s Industri- 
olizcd nations. 

Capital used to support the 
bank's', lending now stands ot $94 
billion, roughly 20 percent of it 
pledged by the United States. 

The proposed boost comes as pri- 
vate lending to the Third World hos 
all fcgt dried up in the face of on oc- 
cufflulated-dcbt of $1.1 trillion and 
actions by some countries, includ- 
ing Brazil, to ausjicndjjoymcnta. 

The bonk writes about $17 billion 
eoch year in new loans to devel- 
oping nations. Conable wonts this 
increased to $20 billion o year by 
the 1990s. 

The administration lost week 
withhdrew its originol objections to 
the proposed increase and said nego- 
Liotions should begin after this 
week's meeting of the World Bonk 
and its sister organization, the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund. 

“We anticipate that this will not 
be an cosy issue to present to our- 
f- Congress," Baker told the Develop- 
ment Committee, the IMF-World 
, Bank panel that oversees such 
loans.

funds for international lending orga- 
nizations at a time of budget 
austerity. Conservatives have also 
been increasingly vocal in their criti- 
cism of loons by the groups to under- 
developed communist nations. 

Baker has not disclosed how 
much more a contribution the 
United States would have to put up 
under the new plan, because the 
rotio of direct poymenta to funds 
placed on reserve has yet to be 
determined. 

Under on existing formulo, the 


United States puts up only $7.50 for 
each $100 that it pledges to support 
World Bank loans. With that 
breakdown, the increased U.S. con- 
tribution would range from a total 
of about $700 million to about $1.6 
billion. 

Baker also coutioned commercial 
bonks and debtor nations not to mis- 
interpret the proposed boost in 
loons from the World Bank. 

"The (increase) should not be 
viewed as a rationale for debtor 
countries or private lenders to re- 
duce their efforts to resolve the debt 


crisis,” he soid in a speech to De- 
velopment Committee distributed 
by his office. The meeting itself was 
closed. 

Baker is the chief architect of the 
so-called Baker plan, unveiled in 
September 1985, that calls for $29 
billion in additional lending to 15 
nations, most of them in Latin 
America, that undertake economic 
reforms. Of that total, $20 billion 
was to hove come from private 
banks.

Salomon share bought 


NEW YORK (AP) - A company 
headed by investor Warren E. Buf- 
fett has agreed to pay $700 million 
for a T2 percent stake in Salomon ^ 
Int., the parent company of Wall 
Street’s largest investment bonking 
house. 

Salomon, • parent of Solomon 
Brothers Inc., said it would sell 7O0| 
000 shares of a new issue of pre- 
ferred stock to Berkshire Hathowoy- 
Inc. of Omaho, Neb., and a company 
rontrolled by it for $1,000 a share, 
The New York Times reported 
Monday. ! 

The new stock, which represents 
12 percent of Salomon’s total voting 
rights, will pay a 9 percent annual 


dividend and is convertible into 
Salomon shores at $38 a share after 
three years. Solomon's stock closed 
Friday on the N4 w York Stock Ex- 
change at $32 a shore. 

Berkshire -Hathawoy has agreed 
not to increase its stake in Salomon 
to more than 20 percent for seven 
years, the newspaper ixportcd. 

In another move, Salomon, said 
Sunday it paid $809 million, or $38 
a share, to buy bock a 14 percent 
stake held by Minerals and Re- 
source Corporation Ltd., known as 
Minorco, a Bermuda-based holding 
company controlled by the Anglo 
American. Corporation of South' 
Africa.

The impact of Greene's decision is for from 
certain. The hundreds ofportics interested in 
the cose hove until lotcr ^is month to suggest 
how the regional companies should grasp this 
new freedom. 

There arc thousands of componies with infor- 

raationto hcU, from atockqqotcs to tcchnicol 

data, credit chb^ to librory resources. 
Together, they make up a multibillion-dollar 
industry, marketing mainly to corporate cus- • 
tomers that have the money, equipment ond in- 
ternal expertise ncccesary to make use of them. 
A relatively small segment of this information 
industry is aimed at the consumer. 

Greene's decision makes much of the slug- 
gishness of the U.S. videotex morkct, in which ' 
only five componies have ochieved ony size of-* 
fering information ond the obility to conduct 
• transactions to consumers. Only about 1.1 per- 
cent of households use videotex. 

' Greene remained convinced that if he ol- ' 
lowed the Bell companies into the morkets at 
full throttle, they would leave the rest of this 
ficdgling industry in the dust. He said “tHoir

economic interest lies in monipuloting the sys- 
tem toward use of their own services, rothcr 
then in encouraging maximum use of the net- 
work by their information service competitors." 

Other countries, such as France and Japan, 
hove cncourogcd the offering of videotex ser- 
vices through the telephone networks. To get 
its system going, the government-owned tele- 
phone company of France gove terminals and 
keyboards to consumers ond businesses. The 
system, known ns Telctel, now provides more 
than 4\000 information services — from dating 
services to data bases — through 2.3 million 
Minitel terminals. Some services are free. 

Those thol ore not show up on the user’s 
monthly telephone bill. The Telctel catologis 
fottcr thon n Bender's Digest. 

In Japon, Greene noted, Nippon Telephone & 
Telegraph olTerB customers “a number ofidinl- 
up services, including news, weather, golf ond 
ski conditions, travel, insurance, taxis, hdtcla, 
cooking, music and English-language services." 
In both tounlries, the telephone network is the 
conduit and not the generator of the 
information 

Allowing the Bell companies to do the same, 
Greene said, would give millions of Amcricons 
instant occcss to needed information at.low 
cost. The risk of onticompetitive behavior by 
them is more thon offset by thepotential 
benefits, he concluded. 

Though they would profit from increased trof- 
ficon their networks, the Bell companies all ex- 
pressed disoppointment that Grocnc is not in- 
clined to let them generate the information. 
They also spoke of confusion. Delbert Staley, 
chairmon of NYNEX, reflccled the universal re- 
sponse wherf he said, “I think there are still 
many areas left for clarificotion here.” 

Industry analysts agreed that the limited 
freedom of thc'BclI companies would have a 
similarly limited effect on development of the 


informotion services industry, especially since 
thcjotling seems to tilt toward consumers 
rather Chon business users. 

The significance will bo megor in the long- 
term evolution of consumer electronic services 
In the U.Sii but minor in the larger scheme of 
the informotion services industry and minor 
compared to the mqjor impact that Greene 
seems to expect the ruling wiirhavc," said 
Steven Sicck of Link Resources Corp., a 
market-research firm. 

One of the biggest obstacles to widespread ac- 
ceptance of videotex is the need for a personal - 
computer and other equipment. Another is the 
difficulty of tying into and using tKcLServiccs of 
different information vendors. While Greene’s 
ruling may knock down the barriers in the con- 
sumer markets, said Andrew B. Zimmerman, 
director of the information industry program at 
Coopers & Lybrand, an accounting firm, it is 
not likely to change the patterns of the heavy 
corporate users. “It doesn’t apply to the high 
end." 

The ruling also raised questions on Capitol 
Hill, Rep. John Dingcll, D-Michi, chairman ofo 
House committee that oversees telecommunica- 
tions matters, criticized the decision. Among 
other things, he cited Greene's judgment that 
Bell companies could electronically transmit 
their White Pages directories but not their Yel- 
low Pages. Dingcll said Congress must take a 
firmer hand in setting telecommunications 
policy. 

The Bell companies also must cross the 
minefield that lies between Greene and the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, which regu-. 
iatCB many of their activities. 

The FCC is preparing a national policy on in- 
formation services that conflicts with Greene's 
view of what the Bell companies should be al- , 
lowed to do, Given the unccrtointics, the com- 
panies arc expected to do little About informa- 
tion services until Inter this year, when Greene 
is expected to spell out the limits on their 
activity.

Deductions for medical expenses are more valuable now 


A key clause of vital money-saving impor- 
tance to you in the Tax Reform Act of 1986 
is the adverse treatment of medical expense 
deductions. 

There is a 50-percent increase in the de- 
duction floor — from 6 percent to 7.5 per- 
cent of adjusted gross income for 1987 and 
later years. 

This means thot if you have on adjusted 
gross income, say, of $40,000, only your 
medical expenses in excess of $3,000 ore 
deductible. 

Do not ignore the primary facts. Bccausci 
your tax rates are higher in 1987 thon they 
\ probably will bo in 1988, your deductions 

afo worth more now — thus justifying - 

mqjor moves to poy medicol and dental ex- 
penses in 1987. This advice you rood in my 
recent column on medical expense 
deductions. Now, in association With Eli J. 
Warach'i chief consulting editor ofFrontice 
. Hall Information Services, I have developed 
' the following list of IRS-approved medical 
deductions'. 



One big deduction from the new law leaps

As of this year, the full amount of quali- 
fied costs of fixing up a homo for patient 
care is considered a deductible medical ex- 
pense (subject to the 7.6 percent floor.)

Founded in 1960 by Hodges and 
fellow engineer Anthony Mariani, 
the company occupies 24,000 
square feet in south Boise.

-Dummy’s ,club -nine brought 
East's king, and South refused to 
win the ace. With East on lead, dum- 
my’s spades would be safe from di- 
rect attack. East returned a club 
and South took his ace. 

East’s trump .ace was dislodged 
and Ejist c.xitcd safely with his last 
trump. So far, so good. South had 
eliminated clubs and hearts without 
giving West a shot at leading 
spades. 

South- cashed the high diamonds 
and ruffed a third diamond, hoping 
to split the suit. Unfortunately 
: West’s discard was very bad news. 
There no longer was any way to 
bring in the diamonds and East was 
due two spade tricks for one down. 

Had diamonds been 3-3, South 
could have thrown away two spades 
and scored an ovcrtrick. Had he for- 
gotten about the overtrick, he could 
have cinched his game. On the third 
round of diamonds South should dis- 
card a spade intend of ruffing. If di- 
amonds break 3-3, he loses the over- 
trick. If they break -1-2. East is out 
of safe leads. If he leads a diamond, 
dummy’s fifth diamond becomes es- 
tablished, and if he leads a black 
suit. South gels a free trick.

NEW YORK (AP) - 'The NFL 
strike entered its second week Mon- 
day with the two sides locked into 
immovable . positions, no negotia- 
tions in sight and union head Gene 
Upshaw suggesting that the next 
talks, be televised. 

Upshaw, who met with players 
from six teams it: Los Angeles on 
Sunday, made the suggestion in 
Cleveland, whore he talked with 
the Browiu and other playera who 
live in the orea. He later went to 
Chicago where he met with mem- 
bers of the Bears and six . other 
teams and backed down some oboiit 
* the televised negotiations. - - 

Upshaw planned to meet with the 
' Atlanta Falcons and the New York 
Giants bn Tuesday.' 

“We have nothing to hide by put- 
ting them on telerision,” Upshaw 
' said. “We thiidc the public should 
see' thai we Eire mEiking movement 
at'the table and they could really 
see what the owners think and do at 
the table.” 

Later in Chicago, Upshow said 
thot when serious talks resume and 
the union presents its now offer, 
“We will do so in a closed ihcotlng 
room and not before the media." 

John Jones, a Management Cotin- 
.dl spokesman, said such a televised 
' meeting would be defined os an un- 
fair labor practice by tho National 
Labor. Relatioiu Board. Each side 
. has ' already filed complainta 


against the other with tho NLRB. 

Union counsel- Dick Bertheleen 
Buggosted that Tuesday’s meeting 
of tho Management Council’s execu- 
tive *jCommittcc ’ might result in 
overtures for now negotiations. 
“Every time they meet, they usually 
moke overtures to us and we’re 
hoping they might again this time." 
be said. 

But the owners still say they will 
talk only if tho union gives up its de- 
mand for unrestricted free agency. 

Meanwhile, there appeared to be 
little.chonco of resuming talks until 
next week, all but ruling out any re- 
sumption' of .play this weekend by 
fegulare. 

"I think that if we ploy on Sunday 
and we're successful, that does cre- 
ate additional - pressure on tho 
playerf," said Jock Donlan, execu- 
tive director of the Management 
Council. “By the earao token, .if 
we're unsuccessful, well probobly 
have a little egg oaour face because 
wo 'tried to play. 

“But whore are tho playore? The 
players are still out and the . 

owners are still not going to give 
up free agency if the games on Sun- 
day don’t get off the gtound. A week 
will go by,' or two or three, and they 
still don’t have paychecks.” 

Upshaw said the union is solid. 

“Wo ore prepared os' a union to 
stay out as long os it takes,” Up- 
shaw said in Chicogo.
